The Crown ought to show at ioast 
prima facte evidence of the breach of 
the regulations. This citation professes 
to be issued’ under Saction 83 of Or- 
dinance 1 of 1989—‘The Orown Soli- 
citor shall, upon the. seizure: of any 
ship an aforesaid, cite the owners oF 
their agonta in the Colony by a notice which 
may bo in the form of Schedule O hereto, to 
appest before the Supreme Court to show 
causa why the eaid ship should not bo con- 
demued ond forfeited to the Orown for 
branch of the provisions of Sections 74 and 
76, aud in case there shall be no owner of 
tho said ship in the Golony, nor any agent 
of such owner, the notics shall be pub- 
lished twice in the Gazette, and such 
publication shall bo equivalent to personal 
service of the citation’ Well, I would sub- 
mit that before anything could bo said 
to the Court upon the citation the Crown 
shoud ‘show that some ship had been 
acizod and the citation had bean served 
(though my presence might dispense with 
proof of the citation), and some ovidence 
should be given to show that something 
had been done against the provisions of 
Sections 74 and 7b. . 

His Lordship—I quite}{agroe with you. 
Whon this caso comes’ to hearing tho bur- 
den of proof will bo on the Crown, because 
it ie substantially « proceeding on their 
part, 

‘Mr Francis—I submit that even now it 
is for them in the Grst instance to show 
that certain proliminaries exist in order that 
there procecdings should be regular at all. 
The proceedings are under Part II of the 
Ordinance, and Section 75, which is includ- 
ed in this part, says, ‘No proceeding shall 
be instituted for any offence sgainat the 
provisions of this part of the Ordinance, or 
for any forfoitura thereundor, except at 
the suit or prosecution of or with the con- 
sant of the Attorney General,’ There are 
provisions both for euita and for prosecu- 
tions against individuals guilty’ of offences 
against the Ordinance. A warrant was ise 
auod for the arrest of tho vessel on the 22nd 
of July, and Lthink I amina position to 
prove that when that warrant was issued and 
the proceedings instituted the Attorney 
Ganern! had no knowledge whatever of what 
was baiug done and that the citation was is- 
sued without his consent. The Attorney 
Gonoral’s consant to thosa proceedings was 
only obtained on the 26th July. 

His Lordship—Your first objection is 
thot no euch consent was obtained before 
the warrant was issued, You say the 
warrant is part of the proceedings. 

Mr Francis—That is the institution of 
the proceedings. 

His Lordship-And your second point 
is—1 

Mr Froncia—l can't say positively 
whether the Attornay General’a consent 
was or was not obtained before the citation 
was issued, but I have a statement in 
writing by the Crown Solicitor that cousent 
was given on tho 25th instant and that it 
was to be filed in Gourt, 

His Lordship—There ara two sections I 
gee about the consent of the Attorney 
Ganeral. . 

Mc Francis—I submit that section 73 is 
tho one that refers to these proceedings. 

His Lordship—I think it is fairly clear. 
Jt is curious that thero should be two 
clauses, One must be superfluous but the 
later section seems to mako it clear. 

Mr Francie—If the Attorney Gencral says 
his consent was,obtoined before the citation 
issued, there is an end of that matter, 

His Lordship~-lf you like you can put 
him to the proof of it. 

Mr Franois—In the second place, I sub- 
mit that although the citation is in the 
form given in the ordinance the clause ro- 
ferring to it is simply permissive, and we 
ought not to ba called upon to show cause 
on such an indefinite document as 
this in reference to an ordinance contain- 
ing 90 odd clauses. : 

His Lordship—I am inclined to agree with 
you. This isa'.very serious charge with 
vory serious copsoqueeas, and it is. neces- 
sary for the crown to give particulars, 

‘fhe Attorney Goneral said the ini- 
tiative had. been’ taken iin this. caso 
by His Excelloncy the Governor, in 
accordance with section 80 of the ordin- 
ance.

(HE PAKNAM AFFAIR. 
(By an Byc- Witness.) 

The Siamese guo-boats, Makut Rajaku- 
mar, Morata (Coronation), Nirbin, and the 
little Han Hak Sakru were stationed at the 
Bar on the morning of Thuraday, the 13th 
inst., te await the expected arrival of the 
Archduke of Austro-Haogary. Bat for 
more serious work lay before them. About 
616 P.x., a heavy rain-squall came on, 
partially obscuring the vision of those on 
shore and in the ships, Meanwhile the 
Akaret; lying outside, signalled two French 
warships, but as tho oumbers were im- 
mediatety afterwards lowered, they were 
thonght to have been shown in mistake, 
The ships in question were, in fact, sup- 
posed to be tho British gun-boat Zinnet and 
the German gun-boat Wolf, which were 
both expected. It was certainly not sus- 
pected at first that the now arrivals would 
‘he vessels-ot-war, in face of the promises 
‘which had been mnde by M. Pavie. “Those 
on the look-out, however, were not kept 
long in doubt touching the identity of their 
visitors, Tho leading ship, ?’ Inconstant, ad- 
yanced, towed by what proved to be the J: 
B. Say whose daty was to drag her through 
the mud in cage she ran aground. As the 
atrangera drow xearer, three blank discharges 
wore fired from the Obala Chom “Klao Fort 
(where Commodore de Richeliou; assisted by 
Captain von Holck, was in command) to 
warn them off; but os no notice was taken, 


| & shot was fired across the Inconstant's bows. 


For moment the latter seemed to stop and 
hesitate, But it was only for 8 moment. 
Immediately afterwards ebe aud her consort 
hoisted French colours and replied to the fir- 
ing inenrnest, By this time they had ran 
past the Bisok* buoy in the channel, and 
were heading for the lightebip.

‘As .the heatile gunboats held on their 
course, |fthesMokaut and Coronation lifted 
their anchors; kept head to tide by means of 
their engives, and drifted np-atream ongag- 
ing the enomy.. Commander Gnidberg in 
the Makut, Rajakurnar fought his ship very 
gallantly. Ho bad unfortunately no shields 
to protect bis gunners; but the deck-awnings 
of both the Makut and Coronation helped to 
baffle the aim of tho.Frenchmen, who main- 
tained « withering fire from the revolving 
guns in their tops, Engineer Smart did 
signal service in serving the guns of the 
Makut Rajakumar under considerable difi- 
galties—ho was, in fact, finally knocked 
overboard by a falling apar bat providential- 
Ty escaped drowning. Tho destruction 
wrought by the modern and quick-fring 
guns of precision used by the French qully 
demonatrated their superiority over the,ord- 
nance of more. ancient pattorn ini usa on 
board the Sianiesa ships. “One such mélinite 
shell tore its. way through the iron bulwarks 
on the Afabesi's port side and, ripping ap the 
planking in’ ite course, struck the base of 
the windlass and in exploding killed three 
men,and wodnded many others, transform.

The Coronation, under the command of 
apt. Christmas, continuing in her. attempt 
to intercopt the Inconstant, the latter, puc~ 
ting her helm hard-a-port, headed’ straight 
for her antagonist and made a doter- 
mined effort to rata, Commander. Christ- 
mas by going full speed ahead managed to 
mancuvre out of the way, though his boom 
and flagstaff! were carried away, and a 
imdlinite shell crashed into his vessel on the 

ort quarter, fortunately above the water- 
fine. -Anterior: to this movement on the 
part of the Frenchman {and after tho 
Coronation's antique-pattern guns has be- 
como'disabled by their own discharges!) 
Capt. Christmas ordered his crow below, 
thus shiclding thom fram the: pitiless fusil- 
lade rained upon the ship from the sides 
and topa of the Inconstant as she passed 
nstero, The Captoin himself had 9 mira- 
oulous escape while etanding on the bridge. 
Chief-engineer Candati is reported os render- 
ing all possible‘ service in fighting the ship. 
The firing finally ceased about 7 P.M, 
by the which time it was .. quite. dark ; 
for the same reason it ie uncertain how 
Tush damage was dono by ,the fire. of 
the ioner fort of Phi Sua Samat, com- 
manded by Capt. Gittsohe. This fort could 
not bring ita guns to bear on the French 
vessels until neatly 7 p.m,, when smoke and 

athering darkness incressad the confusion, 
and little contd be sven save by the light of; 
‘the inshes. The intruders’ shells made but 
little offect hore, however, buf their Hotch- 
kigs batlets slightly wounded six of - its» de- 
fendera, Captain schmiegelow, it ‘may. be 
added, was in command of a Siamose floating. 
batters, which howéver only fired two shots, 

We understand that Commodores do 
Richelien's orders wore, aftor tho. gunboats 
bad forced 8 passage, to follow thom up the 
river and ram them in the darkness un- 
mindful of consequences; and that ho 
hastencd up to Bangkok by rail in order 
to go on board the Mahachakkri to assist 
in this operation, which was, bowever, 
countermanded from the Foreign Office. 
While it ig matter for regret that -tor- 
pedoos were not placed in readiness in the 
river, fall commendation must.be awarded 
Commander Borrey and his confrére of the 
Cométe for tho able manner in which this 
plan of ‘running tha gauntlet’ was con- 
ceived and carried out. A more favourable 
moment for the operation could: not have 
been chosen—flood-tide, and night closing 
rapidly in upon the scene. We rogret to 
have to record the fact that an Englishman 
—Pilot Jackson by name—undertook the 
operation of piloting the J.B. Say up the 
river, thereby laying himself open to tho 
penalty prescribed by the Trosty. His 
pilot's cortificate has been (or will be) 
cancelled by tho authorities. 

On tho following morning (Fridsy, tho 
14th) the J. B, Say was perceived to be 
ashore on the left bank of tho river. 
Captain Von Hoick, Commandant of Fort 
Phra Chala Chom Klao, thoroupon sent off 
 steam-lounch to tho vessel to demand the 
surrender of ber commandor, M. Paul 
Castolin. Under threat of being fired upon, 
the latter surrendered himself 6 prisoner. 
On reaching the fort he was blindfolded 
and condncted to the house of the Com- 
mand@ant, where he delivered up tho ship’s 
papers, eta. Thocrew of the J. #. Say, 
with their’ personal effects, wore then 


transferred from the stranded ship to the| ,, 


fort, their eyes also boing bandaged.’ -The 
prisoners numbered thirty-two all told, 
these inelading Pilot Jackson, the mato 
and ebief engineer, and two men belonging 
ta the £utin, tho remainder being crew aud 
aasengers, They were  subseqhently 
brought up to Bangkok and released oa 
Saturday ; they are etill etsying at the 
Bangkok Hotel. 

"The veesel had settled down in the mud 
on being ran ashore, having been struck by 
a shell half a metre below her waterline, 
on the starboard side a little in front of 
the foremaat. It seams to have been 
impossible to stop the Jenkago which 
this occasioned, It appears that the 
former captain of the J. B. Say remained
